Motorists urged to drive safely 
during Fourth of July holiday 


Troopers anticipate heavy 
traffic on the state’s roadways 
throughout the extended Fourth 
of July holiday. weekend. All 
available state troopers will be 
on duty during the holiday trav- 
el period, and they will be 
watchful for speeders, drunken 
drivers and other traffic viola 
tors, according to Col. \W.M. 
Coppage, Department of Public 
Safety director. 

“Troopers will be working to 
ensure that roadway travel 15 
safe and enjoyable for 
Alabamians and visitors to our 
state,” Coppage said. “I encour- 
age each motorist also to sup- 
port roadway safety by driving 
with extreme caution and buck- 
ling up on every trip.” He said a 
federal grant from the Alabama 
Department of Economie and 
Community Affairs would pro- 
vide funding to enhance 
patrols. 

During the holidays Alabama 
troopers will join law enforce- 
ment and traffic safety agencies 
throughout the state and nation 
in traffic safety campaigns 
designed to increase roadway 
safety through enforcement and 
safety education. 

Troopers’ increased emphasis 
on DUI enforcement during rou- 


line patrols and checkpoints will 
help support the “You Drink and 
Drive. You Lose. Nation 
Crackdown,” a traffic safety 
campaign that seeks to prevent 
drinken driving through high- 
visibility DUI enforcement and 
public education regarding the 
dangers of driving while 
impaired by alcohol and drugs. 

Troopers will concentrate 
patrols on heavily traveled road- 
ways, including interstates and 
popular beach and vacation 
routes. These roadways have 
been designated as C.A.R-E. 
highways in conjunction with 
Operation C.A.R.E., Combined 
Accident Reduction Effort. a 
joint endeavor by state police 
nationwide to promote traffic 
safety during holiday periods. 

The Department of Public 
Safety estimates that 16 people 
will die in traffic crashes in 
Alabama during the 78-hour 
Independence Day period 
beginning at 6 p.m. Thursday, 
July 3, and ending at midnight 
Sunday, July 6. Last year there 
were seyen fatalities during the 
102-hour Fourth of-July period. 
Five of the crash victims were 
not using safety belts. None of 
the traffic deaths was alcohol 
related. 


Fireworks frequently lead to injuries 


The Fourth of July can be a 
time of fun and celebration, but 
it can also be a time of serious 
injury or burns if fireworks are 
used improperly. To pre- 
vent unnecessary 
injury the U.S. 
Consumer 
Product Safety 
Commission and 
the Alabama 
Department’ of 
Public Health 
strongly recom- 
mend that you leave 
fireworks to the profes- 
sionals. 

“Detonating these devices is 
best left to the professionals, 
because even fireworks that 
seem innocent can cause serious 
injury,” said Carol Mysinger, 
director of the Injury Prevention 
Division at the. Alabama 
Department of Public Health. 
“For example, sparklers, that are 


often used by young children, 
burn at temperatures of 2,000 
degrees Fahrenheit.” 

According to CPSC, in 2002 
an estimated 8,000 people 
were treated in hospital 
emergency rooms for 
injuries associated 
with fireworks, with 
half of those peo- 
ple being under 
the age of 15. 
Over half of the 
injuries were burns 
and primarily involved 

the hands, eyes and head. 

“We understand that people 
like to celebrate Independence 
Day with fireworks. However, 
improper use of fireworks or use 
of illegal fireworks can result in 
deaths, blindings, amputations 
and severe burns,” said Melissa

However, DOT officials insist 
the overall project is still in line 
with things moving along very 
well in most areas. 

Upon completion of this proj- 
ect. motorists will be able to 
travel U.S. Hwy. 84 on a four- 
laned road across Alabama from 
Andalusia to the Georgia State 
line.

Bob Andrews approved as new principal for New Brockton Elementary

The Coffee County Board of 
Education conducted a special 
meeting Thursday evening, June 
26, and spent the majority of the 
meeting discussing a sewage 
system problem at Zion Chapel. 

Upon the request of the board, 
Richard Keith, an engineer with 
Wiregrass Engineering of 
Ozark, was present for the meet- 
ing to discuss possible solutions 
for the ongoing sewage prob- 
lem, and an hour and ii half dis- 
cussion left the group still look- 
ing for the answer 

Keith said the health depart- 
ment wanted to design a system 
to include the whole school, but 
a major problem had been the 
lack of space for fill lines. 

During the discussion, Keith 
explained the idea behind the 
Bio-Clear system in which 
Superintendent Dr. Linda 
Ingram introduced to board 
members at the last board meet- 
ing, but he again said the lack of 
space on campus caused con- 
cer. 

With space being a major con- 
cern, the focus of the project 
shifted to using the ball fields or 
finding land away from the 
school campus. 

Thursday evening, Keith said 
the football field appeared to be 
the only field that was going to 
pass a perk test for soil, and he

People will not have to hire an 
accountant or attorney simply to 
comply with the law.

Officials working to lessen monkeypox chances 


The Alabama departments of 
Agriculture and Industries, 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources, and Public Health 
are working together to lessen 
the chances that monkeypox 
virus could be introduced into 
the state. 

As of June 18, monkeypox, an 

illness native to Africa, has been 
diagnosed in 93 persons in 
va, Wisconsin, IMlingis, 
Mis! 
These illnesses have-been linked 
to prairie dogs exposed to cer- 
tain pet rodents imported from 
Africa and distributed to several 
states. 

Alabama is not one of the 
states where these potentially 
infected pet rodents are known 
to have been distributed. 

Federal and state regulations 
are in effect to ban the traffic 
and possession of these pets. 
On June 11, the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
and the Food and Drug 
Administration issued an order 
announcing an immediate 


- embargo on the importation, 


sale, distribution, transport and 
release into the environment of 
all rodents from Africa. 
Furthermore, the 

Alabama Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources has for years prohib- 
ited the sale and possession of 
wild rodents in Alabama.

Tax incentive promotes economic development 


Recently, members of the 
Alabama House of 
Representatives took another 
step to promote economic 
development. 

House Bill 635, sponsored by 
Rep. Terry Spicer, D-Elba, will 
authorize counties and cities to 
grant local abatements for non- 
educational taxes pursuant to 
the state’s brownfield recovery 
statute. 

“This effort further recog- 
nizes the importance of revital- 
izing property,’ said Spicer. 
“Assistance provided by addi- 
tional incentives is yet another 
way to encourage property recy- 


cling and clean up.” 

The EPA defines Brownfields 
as “real property, the expansion, 
redevelopment, or reuse of 
which may be complicated by 
the presence or potential pres- 
ence of a hazardous substance, 
pollutant, or contaminant.” 

Known as the Brownfield 
Development Tax Abatement 
Act, this legislation reaffirms 
the significance of rejuvenating 
previously utilized property. 

“Recovering brownfield sites 
is a viable way to bring addi- 
tional revenue into the commu- 
nity,”’ said Spicer.

Things to consider 
when buying a 
canoe 


When someone mentions a canoe, some people get a mental pic 
ture of someone riding down raging rapids and getting wet from 
head to toc. Some canoeists look for just this kind of action, but 
canoes are also excellent for fishing, photography, getting to isolate 
hunting spots, and for leisure cruses on the lakes and rivers of 
Alabama 

Lonnie Carden sells canoes and kayaks at his outdoor specialty 
shop, Southern Trails, (334-272-0952) in Montgomery Al, Carden, 
a well-known authority on canoes, advises potential canoe buyers to 
first decide how and where they will be using a canoe, “If you are 
going to be canoeing in white water you will need a different design 
from someone who is going to use it in calm flat water such as a 
farm pond, said Carden 

Fishing from a canoe will often allow one to get into shallow 
secluded stretches of water where a bass boat just can’t negotiate. 
Portability is another big plus when it comes to transporting a canoe. 
Vacationers often don’t want the hassle of pulling a boat and trailer 
around for a week or two. A properly mounted and secured canoe on 
top of the family car or SUV enables one to enjoy boating without 
the hassle of towing a trailer. 

While it is possible to fish from any canoe, a 14 to 16 foot flat bot- 
tom or shallow arch model with a mid depth 3 inches or more 
offers the fisherman more stability and freedom of movement. 
Square stern models designed for mounting an outboard motor are 
usually much heavier and do not handle as well as double end 
canoes. “Square sterns are fine if you plan to use a motor most of 
the time, but because of their design and added weight, they just 
don't paddle well, said Carden. 

Today's canoes are constructed of aluminum, cedar strips, fiber- 
glass, Kevlar, polyethylene and the ABS laminates s‘ich as Royalex. 
Royalex is a multi-laminate composed of ABS, ABS foam and cross 
linked vinyl. This lightweight material is becoming the material of 
choice for many canoeists because of its lightweight and durability, 
Canoes make from 

Royalex have been folded in half after hitting an obstruction and 
then returned to normal with very little hull distortion, Many manu- 
facturers offer canoes make from Royalex in the 14 to 17 foot mod- 
els that weight from 55 to 75 pounds. 

Fiberglass canoes are still popular with those looking for an eco- 
nomical canoe. Fiberglass has a good strength to weight ratio and 
aré most popular with fishermen, wildlife photographers, and others 
who want to prow] lakes, slow moving rivers, and sheltered back- 
waters. ; 

Carden says canoeing is a safe family sport if you just use com- 
mon sense. “Just don’t exceed you skill level and learn the basics 
by taking a canoeing course or by reading a good book on canoe- 
ing,” said Carden. Carden recommends Introduction To Paddling 
($4.95) by the American Canoe Association to his customers.

Stuttering is a frustrating 
and embarrassing problem 
for millions of people, but it 
can be especially tough on 
teenagers. Now some help 's 
available at the Elba Public 
Library in Elba in the form of 
a new videotape. 

“It's meant to encourage 
teens, to tell them that there 
is hope out there,” said 
Professor Peter Ramig of the 
University of Colorado at 
Boulder. Ramig is one of 


three nationally recognized 
experts appearing in the 
video produced by the non- 
profit Stuttering Foundation 
of America, 

David Wilkins, a high 
school student who stutters 
himself, narrates the video. If 
features students from junior 
high school through college 
talking about their experi- 
ences with stuttering and 
what they found to be help- 
ful. They talk openly about 


the ridicule they faced from 
classmates and how their 
stuttering affects their lives. 
“We really try to empha- 
size. the embarrassment and 
frustration factor, and we 
think teens will relate to 
that,” adds Ramig.

Tips on Bird Watching and Feeding

Feeding Birds 

As interest in wildlife has 
grown in recent years, the fasci- 
nation of attracting birds to 
feeding stations has also grown. 
Bird feeding is especially popu- 
lar in Alabama, where winter 
migrants readily flock to feeders 
and provide many hours of 
watching pleasure for backyard 
birders. 


When To Feed 

Bird feeding is generally 
believed to be a winter activity, 
but it really can be a year-round 
hobby. Fewer birds will use 
feeders in summer, but those 
species that do will reward their 
human hosts by bringing their 
new off-spring to the feeders, 
too. 

During the summer in

Alabama, you can expect to see 
chickadees, titmice, cardinals, 
blue jays and several other resi- 
dent seed-eaters at your feeders. 


Types of Bird Feeders 

Seed Feeders. Many different 
feeders are available and should 
be chosen according to the birds 
you wish to attract. Basic plat- 
form feeders are favorites 
because they generally hold a 
lot of seeds and provide a perch- 
ing area for several birds at a 
time. Covered platform feeders 
are recommended because they 
protect the food from rain. 

Hummingbird Feeders. 
Another bird easily attracted to 
special feeding stations is the 
ruby-throated hummingbird. 
This nectar-eating bird spends 
summers in Alabama and is a 
joy to observe. Although the 
proper flower plantings will 
attract the most hummingbirds, 
these birds will readily feed at 
hummingbird feeders, too. 
Special feeders can be pur- 
chased along with either dry or 
liquid mixes. Home-made 
mixes, which are much cheaper 
than commercially prepared 
mixes, can be made from one 
part table sugar to four parts 
warm water. When the solution 
has cooled, add a few drops of 
red food coloring to make it 
even more attractive to the 
birds. Once the birds are accus- 
tomed to using the feeder, the 
coloring is no longer necessary. 
Honey should never be placed 
in feeders because humming- 
birds are unable to digest honey 


solutions, The birds that feed at 
stations with honey solutions 
will, in fact, starve. Artificial 
sweeteners should never be used 
in feeders either. 

Hummingbird feeders 
should be filled beginning in 
April or May and may remain 
in place until the last hum- 
mingbird has migrated in the 
fall. 

In most area it is essential that 
seed feeders be squirrel-proof. 
Squirrels will not only eat the 
birdseed but will also chew on 
the feeder, They can also cut the 
strings suspending it from its 
limb. Nothing is guaranteed to 
work in all cases, but these sug- 
gestions might 
Suspend the feeder at least 5 
feet above the ground and at 
least 8 feet from the nearest tree 
trunk or limb. Baffles (cone- 
shaped sheet metal barriers that 
prevent the squirrels from 
approaching the feeder) are 
helpful and, in many cases, 
essential, 

In addition to feeders, you 
may wish to use plantings to 
attract a variety of summer and 
winter birds into the yard. 
Crabapples, hawthorn, holly, 
flowering dogwood and ecast- 
ern red cedar are only a few of 
the many native plants that 
will attract songbirds year 
round. 

Finally, if you wish to attract 
birds into your yard, make sure 
that plenty of fresh water is 
available. Bird baths provide 
excellent sources of water year 
round,

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Take safety precautions with hot water heaters 


According to Elba Fire Chief 
Larry Goodson, hot water 
heaters are usually kept in a 
storage area where other vary- 
ing items are also stored out of 
the way. 

He said it is particularly 
important to be sure and keep 
flammable items away from hot 
water heaters because 
the appliance generates a 
certain amount of heat, 
and with a burning pilot 
light, gas hot water 
heaters are even more 
dangerous than electric 
ones, 

Goodson said a good 
practice for avoiding a 
hot water heater fire 
would be to have the 
appliance serviced occa- 
sionally. If it is serviced 
regularly, he said the 
burners and pilot lights 
will be kept clean which 
reduces the chances of a 
problem. 

Danny Bryan, an 
employee with Propane 
Gas and Appliance 
Company, Inc. agreed it 
is a good idea to keep an 
eye on hot water heaters 
and be sure foreign 
objects are not placed 
too closely, especially

Bryan said he is not

aware of a suggested amount of 
time for servicing a hot water 
heater, but if one has not been 
serviced in a long while, he said 
it would not be a bad idea to 
have it serviced. 

Although a service call will 
cost the owner a certain fee, he 
said the service person can 
make sure the heater is venting 


properly which might prevent a 


fire in the future. 

Fortunately, Goodson said the 
Elba area has not had a signifi- 
cant amount of hot water heater 
fires, but he said it is a good idea 
to have a plan prepared just in 
case. 

Of course he said the first 
thing to do is to call the fire 
department. He also said with 
gas burning appliances it is 
good to know where the gas cut- 
off valve is located. Therefore, 
if.a fire occurs, someone can, if 
it is in a convenient location 
away from the flames, turn off 
the valve and keep the fire from 
getting worse, 

Regardless, however, he said 
it is imperative to call the fire 
department. 

“Minutes are — critical,” 
Goodson said. “We would rathet 
come and not be needed than 
have someone wait 10 minutes 
to make a decision and it be too 
late with someone's life in dan 
ger,” 

Both Goodson and Bryan said 
the best steps to take in prevent 
ing a hot water heater fire are to 
keep a check on it periodically, 
keep the burners and pilot lights 
clean, make sure flammable 
materials are stored away from 
the heater and make sure the all 
covers are closed to keep pilot 
lights from being exposed. 
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
